: JOHN BUNYAN : 

IN NOVEMBER of th« year 1628 wheh there was much superstition 
and bbllef In witchcraft, John Bunyan was born In Elstow, England. 
We feel sure that all Christian people In this the Tercentenary Annl- 
vereary of his birth, wish to unite in praising God for His gift of this 
wonderful man. Amid the Ignorance of his age he began, wh«n quite 
young to search after the true way of life. His father was a tinker 
by trade, and John Joined him in this work. 

While in his early teens he associated with a group of young 
people who dragged him with them into sin. But he formed friendship, 
with an orphjin girl of beautiful Christian character who later became 
Ins wife. Influenced by her life, he became a true Christian, Then he 
began to preach to others while stili working at his trade by day. 

Because of the persecution of the Christians, Bunyan was thrown 
into prison. For twelve iang years he suffered in that gloomy Jail cell 
in Bedford. During the day he tagged shoe-laces to be sold to help buy 
bread for his family. Then, by candle-light, he wrote. Finally he was 
reienGed and the remaining sixteen years he spent in prsacriing the 
Go.spel. EL't it is to thnw dark prison-years thai we owe that wonderful 
"next best seller to the Bibie"- -"Pilgrim's ProgreEa!"

IP CHRIST came to London, I think He would 
blow it to pieces. In the early recoi-ded his- 
tory of the world, "the Eternal was .^ony that 
He had ever made man on the Eartli: it was .n 
Eiici to iiini'-- liieii carae tiie r'ioud. London 
attracts, fascinates, inspires, depresses, but it is 
a monstrosity. It should he destroyed and re- 
built Human nature would still remain much the 
same, and the individual left to face the world, 
the flesh, and the Devil. 

He would, of course, notice that London is 
gradually being rebuilt. He would see Becontrce, 
.Vorbury, and some of the newer suburbs, and He 
would be fflad to see these efforts to a bettt-r 
housing of the iieople. He would also see the new 
Devonshire House in Piccadilly, and the new flats 
of Pa/k Lane; and while He would not begin His 
work of destruction there, inethiiiks our rulers 
would find it extremely difficult to reconcile in 
His presence these comfortable and well-appointed 
quarters witli some of the appalling and disgrace- 
ful housing conditions still prevailing in West- 
minster and Bcrmondsey.

Koau wllii London's Hous- 
ing Problem, since He v.'ould recogiiiiu that most 
frequently the homeless and destitute problem.s in 
that pathetic crowd are the result of per.sonal 
failure, and do not arise from any external 
cause, In passing among these outcasts with His 
mt-isiipc of cheer and hope, He would i[ij;iiii re- 
joice that instead of the hundreds and thousands 
of forty years ago, there ai'e now but tens and 
twenties. But I think Me would try to makt it 
clear to the thinker? of London tliat the ovolu- 
lionary idea has fiistc-ntu llseU like a miRht. upon 
our social life, and He would remind u.^ that the 
Father is a Creator, and that we mu.st work while 
it is called uay. 

He might also perform aiiotlitr inirncle of 
destruction. Even as He blasted the barren fig 
tree so that Ui.s dL-iuiidi-s wondered, so lie might 
blast some parts of London which have been too 
long unfruitful and disappointing, reminding us 
that in the grand proce.s.s of exi.'stence destruction 
is one of Vhe phases of creation, since the in- 
ferior mns-t ever be giving place fui- the growth 
of the superior. He would suggest to those of 
His followers who must ever have things done 
deeently and in order, who doubt if we could 
afford the things which at times even their hearts 
desire and whose economics so often determine 
tllcir hiinianitics, that the steady, alai-niing an<l 
costly increase in London's certified lunatics 
arises not only from the noise and din of the bat- 
tle of our every-day life, but often because of the 
totally inadequate housing conditions. 

He would rpjoice that the numbei.-i in our 
prisons decrease, but He would desire to do still 
more lor llio.se who were .sent to prison. Then 
He would (jlntlly recog^nize the .sympaLlielic ser- 
lites of our voluntary liospjt.il?, as well as the 



increased attention and care being given to the 
poor and the children under the Poor Law, the 
Metropolitan Asylums Boanl, and in other way.s. 

lunatic a.sylums. He would pause here. He would 
soothe the afflicted, and He would bless the 
nurses. He would stand in astonishment at the 
great, well-equipped institutions with their thou- 
sands of inmates and wonder that in this great 
city- -so great in its expenditure for such sorrows 
— the churches should so signally have failed to 
perceive that personal seiTice and the casting out 
of devils in His name would be in so many cases 
the true cure for mental sickness. 

Again, He would lift up His voice and plead 
for rest and quiet in the home, urging it as a 
stem neces.sity after the waiting queues to get 
into crowded trams, buses, and trains, after the 
perpetual noise and the smell of engines in our 
congested streets, and the hair-breadth escapes 
of a day in our modem life. To the dwellers in 
our overcrowded .street.s He v/ould say: '"Leave 
your country, leave your kindred, leave your 
father's house for a land that I will show to you. 

If Christ came to London, methinks He would 
be in constant attendance at the police courts, 
and in the absence of a public defender He would 
place Himself alongside every accu.sed person, 
ymmr; and old, lir.^t otteiiders and hardened 
criminals, always understanding, always loving, al- 
ways striving, always pleading, for, 

While the lamp holds out to bum. 
The vilest sinner may return. 

lie would not only compute what is done, but 
strive to know what has been resi.sted. Punish? 
Yes! For one thing, the Light would shine, and 
God would take His vengeance In this way. But 
if, in addition to seeing the light shine, "a 
month's hard labor" appeared to be necessary, 
the convict would feel as he left the dock that 
true and righteous were His judgments, and He 
would see to it that on his discharge after puni.sli- 
ment each offender had a reasonable chari--e to 
make good. 

He would be very angry when He came to the 
Law Courts, for He would see justice sold, and 
while He might still recognize the need for the 
separation notice or the divorce certificate. He 
woulil "scatter the coiii.s," "upset their tables," 
and with "a scourge of cords" put an end to the 
abominations of society, reflected by the proceed- 
ings in the Law Courts. 

He would visit Fleet Street. I know He might 
find it difficult to get access to the Editor's sanc- 
tum, or the sub-editors' rooms, but He would beg 
them to let pure water run through the news 
channels, not to defile them, even if sick men and 
women desired the polluted, poisoned stuff. He 
would call at the County Hal: and tell our Coun- 
cillors that love is still the greatest thing in the 
world, and that no human being' can be governed 
lueiuiy on iiieciiaiiical principles, or a readjust- 
ment of rating processes, .ind no nation can be 
administered according to the rules of profit and 
loss. 

He would probably pass by Westminster, 
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marvelling that ueonle were content to have t.heli 
laws inspired by lawyers, financiers, newspaper 
owners, militarists, brewers and distillers. At 
Fulham Palace and Westminster Cathedral He 
would doubtless pause and remind the shepherds 
there that He has other sheep that are not of 
these folds. He might have something to say 
about Pasts and Festivals, New Moons and such 
like. He wo'uld tell them that life was more than 
Doctrine.

But where would He not go and what would 
He not notice? He would pass through the city 
amazed that men and women, able and strong, 
and clever and rich, should allow themselves to 
be tied to the chariot wheels of a scheme of 
things which give such congestion and such .-.ocial 
and economic results that confront theni every 
day. He would laugh at the stupidity Oj. a sji,- 
teni which maintains able-bodied men and women 
in idleness, and He would condemn it m unmis- 
takable language as being immoral. 

He would stand with the decent men in the sad 
queues at our labor exdianges and try to en- 
courage them, and He would rettim with them to 
the home where the vrife has grovro weary v.'ith 
the oft repeated, "Nothing doing, my dear, only 
the dole," He would tell her that He had noticed 
her efforts to cheer her "man" by carefully 
brushed if somewhat shabby clothes, by boots and 
collars the worse for wear but clean and best side 
uppermost. I think London generally would be 
glad to see the Master, although in some quarters 
(quite outside Jewry) there is little doubt that He 
would be spat upon and kicked. 

Then 1 think the British Broadcasting Comptmy 
nould welcome Ilim, and oitkough they naght 
be willing to allow Him to broadcast without sub- 
mitting His message. He would most likely con- 
form to their rules. Perhaps then in the quiet of 
the Sabbath evening, after the epilogue and for 
the "Silent Fellowship'^ it would be "London call- 
ing — ail stations in the British Isles and else- 
where may li.sten-in," and then we would hear the 
Master speak. 

It would be the old and ever new messages 
for our dally life— converting, transforming, in- 
spiring: it would come to the lonely, the erring, 
the fallen, the strong, the sick, the sorrowful, 
the despairing, the outcast, the homeless, the 
dreamer, the worker, the busy man, the unem- 
ployed, the poor, the sinner; "He that hath ears 
to hear let him hear," "God is a Spirit, and they 
that worship Him must worship Him in spirit 
and in truth," "Ye niuFt be torn rig.iln," "Love 
one another," "Come unto Me and I v,-ill give you 
rest," "Well, then, whatever you would like men 
to do to you, do just the same to them," "And 
greater things than these shall ye do because I 
go to the Father."

Commissioner Henry Mapp gives further Impressions of Ms 
Recent Visits to Canada, The States, Australia and New Zealand 




(Continued From Last Week's Issue) 



6tg°\ NE is at a loss to find a 
il suitable illustration of The 
^■^ Ai-my's place in tlie minds 
of the people. Let me tell you of the 
Salvationist who informally dedi- 
cated the Prime Minister's room. 
When our intei-v-iew with Mr. Bruce, 
of AustraliQ, was conehiding and 
Colonel Carpenter and other Officers, 
with myself, were leaving^ his room, 
he said: 

" 'By the way, Commissioner, have 
you heard of the Officer who prayed 
in my office!' 

Prayer in Premier's Room 

"I asked for the story and leameil 
that the steward who showed a Sal- 
vationist round the new Houses of 
Parliament at Canberra took him to 
the Prime Minister's room and said, 
'This is the place where the affairs 
of the Commonwealth will be ad- 
ministered. Would you like to pray 
for God's blessing >ipon the men who 
will sit here ?' 

"The Salvationist was deliglited lo 
do so, and Mr. Bruce was greatly 
moved by the incident. The Salva- 
tionist was Commissioner Wliatmore. 
It Was typical of him, but was not 
the request of the steward that the 
Salv.itionlst should pray an indica- 
tion of what is thought of The 
Army? 

"This high faith reauhe.'; down to 
the most iiiifortunale people. ] have 
just heard of a girl of sixteen year.' 
of age who, having attempted to 
murder another girl of the same age, 
was det.iined in cells at .^lydney while 
it was seen whether a charge of 
murder would have to be made or 



whether the victim would recover. 
Army Officers visited her. She 
would not eat anything until .slie was 
assured that the food was brought 
by The Army people. Later .she told 
the Officer that she felt much bettei- 
after taking the food because she 
knew The Army had sent it." 

Discussing particular developnients 
to meet special conditions the Com- 
missioner paid a high tribute to the 
work of The Army's Hospitals. 

"The Army has done so mucli in 
these Hospitals that everywliere thpio 
aii} urgent (i«ii[aiids for their exten- 
sion. Ability, kindness, and love are 
the three dominant aspects of their 
mini.stry. The Army finds it-self 
quite unable to meet the demand, and 
a development - this work is being 
forced upon us by its succes.s. Com- 
missioner Whatmore brought to Lon- 
don urgent elaims for the extension 
of the Bethesaa Ho.spital in Jlel- 
hourne. Commis.«ioner Hay puts in 
a plea for e.xtensioiis in New Zealand; 
Commissioner So\rton is proposing 
the .same thing ii^ .A.uslralia East; 
and in Canada anil the Ur.ite<l State.s 
additional accommodation i.> being 
arranged • for, whether at Vancouver, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, or Covington 
(U.S.A.). 

The Finest of its Kind 

Tn San Francisco the Cnmmissioner 
liad the plea.-iiire ol' iii.-ip.-'cting tlie 
new Founder.';' .Memorial Training 
Garrison hnildiiig v.'hich is now all 
but complete and, so far as he is 
.iware, is the fine.=it institution of its 
ItincI anywhere in Tlie .-Vrmy world. 

The Commander was clorfely occu- 



pied with plans for a new Combina- 
tion building in New York. This will 
house the National Headquarters and 
Territorial Headquarters Staffs, will 
contain a public hall of very large 
dimensions and a Young Women's 
Hostel, In all It will involve the ex- 
penditure of the largest sum that 
The Army has yet spent upon on<^ 
building scheme, and toward which 
one donor has given the Commander 
five hundred thousand dollars. 

When the General visited Australia 

for the intercliaiige of Officer.*! be- 
tween the two Territories of .Australia 
and New Zealand. These proposals 
were gladly received, but could not 
then be put into operation. 

Unique Exchange 

During his next visit, some four 
years ago the General was able to 
further the scheme, and interchange 
has recently begun. So far twenty 
Staff Officers and thirty-four Field 
Officers have been transferred from 
the Territory in which they v.'cre 
.serving to other parts of Australia or 
to or from New Zealand. This 
wholesale exchange of Field Officers 
i.s rather unique, and has been car- 
ried out with much satisfaction to 
all concerned. 

One of the most encouraging re- 
.=ultB of The .Army's Hospital Work 
in the Colonies and the United States 
is the defitiitc .Salvation work which 
i.-i being carried on. The (Jeneral has 
often emiihasized tlie nece.-^sity for 
special walchfulnef;.^ in this direction, 
mid the pTforts of tlie Officers tn 
respond to his appeal have had splen-

Army 
Officers are constantly on the move 
to and from the Mission Fields, and 
when they have occasion to stay in 
London for any length of time the 
two Hostels open for their benefit 
are real Homes where they can rest 
and recuperate. 

Mothering the Children 

For various reasons there are a 
number of children of Missionary 
Officers who are not able to be with 
their parents at their posts of duty. 
While the Officers themselves may 
be quite willing to face the loneli- 
ness, the disadvantagea, climate 
l)eri!s and isolatijn from civilizatio:i 
HRidcnt to a Missionary's life, they 
'■ ant their children to have the bene- 
fit of proper schooling in the Home- 
land. 

The sacrifice of parting from thoiii 
is great, but it is part of the price 
('f their consecration. So they en- 
trust them to The Army's care, 
assured that they will be trained to 
live? of godliness and fitted for 
whatever sphere of work the Lord 
may want them. Quito a number 
decide to follow in their parents' 
footsteps and carry the message of 
lialvatioii to the heathen. 

There is nothing compulsory, be it 
knn\\ni, ahnut all this. The parents 
ilo not have to place their children in 
these Hostels. But if they consider 
it to be in the best interests of the 
children they do so gladly, thankful 
that The Army has made such pro- 
vision to meet such a need. 

There are three Missionary Lodges 
in London, one for yoimg children 
who attend school, and two for elder 
children who are employed in various 
occupations; some of them awaiting 
the time when they arc old enough 
to enter the Training Garrison at 
Clapton. 

The welfare of all these young folk 
engages a good deal of the time and 
thought of Mrs. Higgins, and she 
pavs frequent visits to each of the 
Hostels and Lodges to hold meetings 



■with the boys and givis and to advise 
and help them in any special prob- 
lems. 

Knowing that Mrs. Iligglns was at 
one time National Home League Sec- 
retary for Great Britain, and that she 
had had much to do in connection 
with the starting of this branch of 
Army work, we asked her how the 
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League is progressing. 

''it is proving a most valuable 
au.\iliary to nnr work." i-'h" replied. 
■ The idea of .«u h a Lcacu^" o;i:.in- 
ated with Jlrs. Gene. at Buulli twenty

thousand in Great Britain alone. 

"The twenty-first anniversary of 
the League was recently celebrated 
by a rally of twenty thousand of it.^ 
members at the historic Crystal 
Palace. 

"The League is now estahli.-hcd in 
almost every country in which The 
Army Flag flies, and the benefits it 
pro^■ides for mothers and other 
wionien through ihe fellowship and 
practical guidance obtained by means 
of the League meetings has become 
apparent the world over." 



"Could you mention some of the 
henefits accruing to Home League 
Mcmi)ers '.'"
